WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Rules Committee has voted to permit 
live broadcast coverage of the Judi- 
ciary Committee's impeachment de- 
bate, if the Judiciary panel concurs. 


The three commercial television net- 


works said they were ready to provide 
the coverage on a daily rotation basis, 
and the Public Broadcasting Service 
said it would offer videotaped replays 
each evening on the 246-station public 
TV system. 


The Rules Committee voted 10 to 3 on 


Thursday to permit the coverage and 
sent the resolution to the full House, 
which will consider it Monday. The 
Judiciary Committee will make the fi- 


nal decision, and members predicted 
that it will approve the electronic cov- 
erage. 


The debates on proposed articles of 


impeachment are to begin Tuesday, 
culminating in a final vote the follow- 
ing Saturday. 


The ABC, CBS and NBC tele- 


vision networks agreed last May to ro- 
tate live TV coverage of Judiciary pro- 
ceedings, and they said on Thursday 
the agreement remained in effect. 


ABC would have live coverage re- 


sponsibility the first day, CBS the sec- 
ond and NBC the third, but any net- 
work also could air the proceedings on 
the other days as well. 


On the radio side, the National Public 


Radio system said it would carry the 
debates live and in full each day over 
fts 165 stations. NBC said it would 
present brief summaries each half- 
hour in addition to regular newscasts, 
plus live coverage if warranted. 


ABC said it planned hourly radio up- 


dates, going live if necessary. CBS said 
its radio plans were not definite. 


The Mutual Broadcasting System 


said it would carry debate coverage on 
its regular newscasts, but planned to 
broadcast taped highlights of each 
day's debate at night in programs last- 
ing 15 minutes or longer. 
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Haldeman 
contradicts 
Connolly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Newly pub- 


lished testimony by H. R. Haldeman 
conflicts with sworn statements by 
John B. Connally about donations by 
the dairy industry to President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign. 


The former White House chief of staff 


swore that Connally once complained to 
him that no arrangements were being 
made to receive industry donations. 


Connally has testified that he didn't 


discuss contributions from the milk- 
producer cooperatives with anybody 
and that he had nothing to do with their 
political donations. The milk producers 
were seeking to donate $2 million or 
more to Nixon's campaign. 


Haldeman testified last Jan. 31 at a 


closed session of the Senate Watergate 
committee, which made the testimony 
public Thursday. Connally's testimony, 
given last November, was made public 
earlier in the week. 


Even before publication of Halde- 


man's remarks, Connally had been in 
conflict with sworn statements from 
two other witnesses and with an official 
statement from the White House. 


In his testimony, Connally was asked 


if he discussed political donations by- 
dairy co-ops with President Nixon. 


"I never discussed political contribu- 


tions by this group with them, or with 
him, or with anybody else," Connally 
replied. 


At another point, he said, "At no 


time to this good day do 1 know, or has 
anyone ever told me what they contrib- 
uted to whom, or by what means, or in 
what amount. I had nothing to do with 
their political campaign contribution 
activities." 
Haldeman's testimony differed. 
"I recall talking with or listening tc 


Mr. Connally on the subject of dairy 
contributions," he said. "The point Mr. 
Connally made to me was, as I recall it, 
simply that the dairy people want to 
make contributions and they had been 
trying to work with the campaign 
people or whoever is handling it, and 
they weren't getting the mechanics set 
up for them to do this, and that is kind 
of stupid, why doesn't someone get it 
set up?" 
Hatdeman said Connally didn't men- 


tion any particular organization, and 
that he couldn't recall the date of the 
conversation. Throughout late 1970 and 
early 1971 top officials of Associated 
Milk Producers, Inc., were attempting 
to get Nixon aides to set up conduit 
committees to receive campaign dona- 
tions. 
One of their lawyers, Jake Jacobsen, 


was an old friend of Connally who 
sought and obtained Connally's help in 
getting President Nixon to raise milk 
price supports in 1971. Connally also 
had been consulted by the same group 
in 1969 when it set up a political trust. 


In a new development, the Watergate 


committee has released 
statements 


that Connally repeatedly made calls in 
1972 to two Justice Department chiefs 
about a criminal investigation of Ja- 
cobsen. 


DECATUR, 111. (AP) - An explosion 


and fire ripped through a section of a 
large railroad yard today, injuring 
more than 100 persons and forcing the 
evacuation of a nine-square-mile area. 


Hospitals reported treating 112 per- 


sons, including 15 who were admitted. 
Three victims were taken to a burn 
center in Springfield, about TO miles 
away, officials said. 


Officials said the explosion took place 


at 5:03 a.m. in a string of tank cars. 


The fire spread and was still burning 


more than four hours later as firemen 
tried to keep the flames from spread- 
ing to more cars, including some which 
officials said contained dynamite and 
chemicals. 
The cause of the explosion was not 


determined. 


Police evacuated an area about three 


miles square on the east side of Deca- 
tur, a city of about 100,000 residents lo- 
cated about 200 miles south of Chicago. 
Several homes were reported damaged 
and a high school gymnasium under 
construction collapsed. 


The explosion flattened a building in 


the Norfolk and Western Railway yard 
complex that is used by railroad crews 
for overnight sleeping. It was not 
known how many persons were in the

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Cost of 


living rose one per cent in June as 
sharply higher prices for a wide range 
of consumer goods and services kept 
inflation soaring, the government re- 
ported today. 


The Labor Department's figures un- 


derscored the bleak economic news 
Thursday from the Commerce Depart- 
ment which reported the economy un- 
derwent one of its most severe declines 
since World War II in the first half of 
the year. 


The nation's output of goods and 


services—the Gross National Product- 
dropped between April and June for 
the second successive quarter of de- 
clines, the Commerce Department said. 
Some economists believe that two con- 
secutive quarterly declines should be 
considered a recession. Other econo- 
mists feel other factors must be consid- 


i ered. 


The June rise in the consumer price 


' index, announced today, was led by 


higher prices for new and used cars, 
medical care, mortgage interest costs, 
household durables and fresh fruits. 


Food prices rose a seasonally ad- 


justed three tenths of one per cent, a 
rate slightly more than usual for June 
but a much more moderate pace than 
in any other month this year with the 


exception of April when food prices fell 
four tenths of one per cent. 


The June increase in consumer 


prices works out to an annual rate of 12 
per cent. For the three months ending 
in June the pace of inflation soared at 
an adjusted annual rate of 10.9 per 
cent, according to the government fig- 
ures. 


Consumer prices last month rose to a 


level 11.1 per cent higher than a year 
ago, with the government's index at 
147.1. This meant it cost $147.10 to pur- 
chase a variety of consumer goods and 
services that cost $100 in 1967. 


Nonfood items rose an adjusted 1.3 


per cent, the sixth consecutive month 
of rapid rise. This was a reflection of 
sharply higher prices at wholesale 
whlcn have continued to soar since 
price controls were dropped April 30. 


Also up sharply last month were 


service costs which rose one per cent, 
the same as in May. 


As has been the case for most of the 


past year, the spurt of inflation took 
another bite out of the purchasing 
power of the average production 
worker. 


Real spendable earnings, or take- 


home pay adjusted for taxes and infla- 
tion, fell by three tenths of one per cent 
last month to a level 4.5 per cent below 


a year ago. Over the past year, the gov- 
ernment has reported real spendable 
earnings dropped every month with the 
exception of May, September and July. 


Detailing its price report, the Labor 


Department said supermarket prices 
rose one tenth of one per cent in June 
following a rise of eight tenths of one 
per cent in May. Declines in meat, 
poultry and egg prices offset increases 
for cereals and bakery products, fresh 
vegetables and processed fruits and 
vegetables. 


Leading the surge in nonfood prices 


was the rising cost of new automobiles 
which went up in June instead of de- 
clining as usual. Also up were prices 
for household goods, gasoline, fuel oil 
and clothing. 


However, the increase in gasoline 


prices was the smallest monthly rise 
since the government began publishing 
these figures last October at the start 
of the Arab oil embargo. In June, the 
average U.S. price for regular grade 
gasoline was reported as up 1.1 per 
cent to 55.6 cents per gallon while the 
average price for premium increased 
seven tenths of one per cent to 59.1 


For the second quarter of the year, 


the consumer price index rose at a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 10.9 per 
cent.

Officials recommended that 
downtown businesses also be evacuated 
and that bank and larger retail stores 
close early. 


A Decatur school official reported 


heavy damage to a $1.6 million addition 
to Lakeview High School. Phillip Tinch, 
director of secondary education for 
Decatur, said a nearly completed gym- 
nasium collapsed "and the steel gird- 
ers were all twisted." 


Nixon put no curb 
on surveillance

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nothing in 


more than 2,000 pages of domestic sur- 
veillance evidence gathered by the 
House Judiciary Committee shows 
clearly that President Nixon approved 
specific illegal acts by his assistants. 


But the record shows that the Presi- 


dent set no limit on what his aides 
should do to halt newspaper stories 
about sensitive U.S. diplomatic plans. 


Nixon reserved some of his worst lan- 


guage for describing career govern- 
ment bureaucrats who talked freely 
with reporters about U.S. foreign pol- 
icy.He distrusted them so much that he 
seriously considered ordering lie detec- 
tor tests for more than 1,000 State De- 
partment, Pentagon and Central In- 
telligence Agency employes, not 
because he thought they were all re- 
sponsible for news leaks, but, in the 
President's words, so he could "imme- 
diately scare the bastards." 


"Listen, I don't know anything about 


polygraphs and I don't know how accu- 
rate they are but I know they'll scare 
hell out of people," Nixon said, accord- 
ing to a presidential transcript re- 
leased for the first time on Thursday. 


Nixon feared the leaks would jeop- 


ardize the strategic arms limitation 
talks. He thought Daniel Ellsberg 
likely had more than the Pentagon pa- 
pers Vietnam War study to make pub- 
lic.He did not believe that making his 
foreign policy public before it was fully 
carried out was necessary to the demo- 
cracy. 
Former White House special Counsel 


Charles W. Colson quoted Nixon as 
saying in late June 1971, "I don't give a 
damn how it is done, do whatever has 
to be done to stop these leaks and pre- 
vent further unauthorized disclosures; 
I don't want to be told why it can't be 
done." 
As a result, wiretaps were placed on 


the telephones of newsmen and Na- 
tional Security Council staff members. 
The late FBI director, J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, not known for open and friendly 
relations with reporters, objected and 
wouldn't even allow the files about the 
taps against suspected news leakers to 
be kept in FBI files. 


The wiretap files eventually ended up 


in the White House because a senior 
FBI official not in Hoover's favor 
feared Hoover would use them as lever- 
age to stay in office. 


Later, the special White House in- 


vestigative unit called the plumbers 
was formed. Even as the plumbers 
were planning the break-in at the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist, Nixon 
was complaining to aide John D.- 
tehrlichman that their efforts were 
•"not vigorous enough." 
There is nothing in the committee's 


massive compilation that shows the 
President knew in advance that a 
break-in was planned. But even in the 
most private of Nixon's conversations, 
there is no mention of restraint, of cau- 
tion, of how far his men should go in 
keeping the President's secrets. 


Indeed, after being notified 31

Cyprus hurrying to get 
new diplomat in to 
U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 


The new government of Cyprus was 
rushing a representative to United Na- 
tions headquarters today to take part in 
the Security Council debate on Cyprus. 
But the council went ahead with plans 
to hear deposed President Makarios 
this afternoon as scheduled. 


Council President Javier Perez de 


Cuellar of Peru said Makarios would 
speak as the "president of Cyprus." 
And it was apparent that the Soviet 
Union and most of the other 14 mem- 
bers of the council were not going to ac- 
cord legitimacy to anyone from the 
Greek-led forces that deposed Ma- 
karios. 
However, Perez said the new govern- 


ment's man might be heard under a 
council rule allowing the appearance of 
"persons whom it considers competent 
... to supply it with information." He 
called a morning council session to dis- 
cuss a request from Nicosia.

Prince steps in 
for ailing Franco 


MADRID, Spain (AP) - Gen. Fran- 


cisco Franco, Spain's ailing 81-year-old 
chief of state, temporarily transferred 
power today to Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon, picked by Franco to succeed 
him as chief of state and restore the 
Spanish monarchy. 


According to the official announce- 


ment over Spain's national radio. 
Prince Juan Carlos, at Franco's bed- 
side when he transferred power, will 
rule until the generalissamo recovers. 


Franco was hospitalized on July 9 for 


treatment of phlebitis, or inflammation 
of the veins. He had been reported im- 
proving, but doctors said he suffered 
gastric complications today that caused 
a decline in his condition. 


and the 650 guard officers from the 
Greek army, arrived in New York from 
London on Thursday. He told newsmen 
he wants the council to condemn the 
takeover and demand that the ruling 
"military junta in Athens withdraw the 
guard's Greek officers. The archbishop 
apparently believed that the rebellion 
would then collapse. 


A draft resolution circulating among 


members of the council demanded 
withdrawal of "foreign military per- 
sonnel now serving in the national 
guard" of Cyprus. The Greek govern- 
ment tried to head this off with a prom- 
ise to the council of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in Brussels that it' 
would start "replacing" the officers 
with a new group of Greeks in a few 
days. But observers assumed that this 
would make no change in the situation. 


Diplomats said the Soviet Union was 


insisting on condemning Greece, while 
the United States was opposed to nam- 
ing its NATO ally on whose territory it 
has bases it considers vital. The 
sources said Britain also wanted any 
council resolution to recognize Ma- 
karios as the legitimate president of 
Cyprus. 
In Washington, State Department of- 


ficials said they believed Makarios' 
chances of regaining power in Cyprus 
were extremely remote. But they said 
the Nixon administration was with- 
holding recognition of the new regime 
in the face of the widespread condem- 
nation of it in the international commu- 
nity. 
One high-ranking American official 


said the principal U.S. objective at the 
moment is to prevent war between 
Greece and Turkey, whose armies have 
been on the alert since Monday. 


Undersecretary of State Joseph J. 


Sisco was in London, trying to mediate 
the differences between Washington's 
position and Britain's alignment with 
Makarios, the official in Washington 
said. Sisco met with Turkish Premier 
Bulent Ecevit and British Foreign Sec- 
retary James Callaghan and was flying 
to Athens and Ankara today.

No shortages of hardwoods 


Prospects are better than ever for an 


abundant supply of hardwood to meet 
the demand for furniture, flooring and 
wall panelling, according to the Hard- 
wood Institute, a division of the Na- 
tional Hardwood Lumber Assn., the 
largest organization in the hardwood 
lumber industry. 


In most instances, hardwood trees 


are grown on private lots where they 
are planted and harvested like any 
other agricultural crop. The hardwood 
lumber industry is constantly involved 
in intense reforestation programs to 
develop new growth of the timber re- 
moved from the forest by industry or 
natural trauma. 


On the other hand, many domestic 


species of hardwoods are naturally 
prolific. Oak, for example, which is 
particularly popular for rustic and 
country-style furniture for casual liv- 
ing, is'such a tree. Left alone, oak trees 
will multiply like the proverbial rabbit, 
through the natural dispersement of 
acorns which take root easily and pros- 
per even under adverse conditions.

It is also sturdy and strong and 
used for furniture construction. 


Recent excellent weather for timber 


harvesting has increased 
the avail- 


ability of all hardwoods, including po- 
plar, cherry, hickory, beech, ash, 
maple and pecan. This is a complete 


reversal of the recent temporary short- 
ages caused by two previous winters of 
warm, rainy weather which made for- 
ests inaccessible and timber harvesting 
difficult. 


Furthermore, modern forest man- 


agement practices have enabled the 
hardwood lumber industry to make 
fuller utilization of harvested trees, sa- 
leable timber and market more grades, 
to the consumer. For example, con- 
sider the popularity of casual and coun- 
try furniture styles which call foi- 
heavy distressing. Formerly, this look: 
was accomplished by distressing high 
grade hardwood by hand. Now furni- 
ture manufacturers are seeking hard- 
\wods with natural markings such as 
bird pecks, worm holes and sound 
knots for these styles. In the process, 
more regularly grained hardwood is 
more abundantly available for more 
formal styles of furniture.

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"Doctors haven't always understood 


human wholeness. A person isn't di- 
vided into (separate) body, mind and 
spirit. Therefore these shouldn't be 
treated separately," he stated. 


"Theology has "said a lot about sex," 


the minister continued, "usually in a 
negative way." He believes in a more 
positive approach. 


"Sex is a gift. I believe it's from a 


created order, not a manufactured one. 
It represents a kind of wholeness." 


One's sex is important socially, phys- 


ically and culturally, he said. But the 
class focused on the theological con- 
text. 


"There is no natural way to divide se- 


xuality," Mays declared. "God and sex 
belong together...Sex has to be given 
back its theological context. With sex, 
like God, there is no fina! word," he 
added. Each is a gradual unfolding of 
appreciation. 


"If you have a sexual awareness, you 


have a recognition of the presence of 
God," he said. "It's the spark of the 
other worldly in you...something you 
don't have much control over." This, 
he added, was his own prejudice in 
looking at sexuality. 


Being aware of one's own sexuality is 


important, he feels. It's awareness of 
one's rhythm and self, of that tempo 
within. 


"I'm conscious of my sexuality." he 


said. 


"I'm conscious of my body. I've 


learned some things about my 
body...(and) how it functions." He 
used as examples the physical coordi- 
nation of a golf swing or knowing when 
he can budge a jar lid and when he 
can't. 


"Sex is expressed in other ways than 


simple genital," he continued. 


"Think of the non-genital ways you 


express your sexuality. You can't 
disassociate sex from everything else." 


For example, he said he had a sexual 


relationship with the women in the 
class, explaining that he probably 
talked and acted somewhat differently 
than if the class were all male. 


"There's an awful lot of non-genital 


sex that goes on in this world," he 
stressed. 


Part of sexual awareness for women 


is their liberation movement, he said. 
"I hope it helps you appreciate your- 
selves. Men have for a long time — so 
much that they exploited you." 


He urged each listener to write down 


the ways she was conscious of her se- 
xuality. Then you can tear it up, he 
added. "Before we deal with sexuality 
in general, we must deal with our own 
feelings about it." 


To some people, talking about Holy 


Communion and intercourse as equal 
may sound sinful. Yet that's what the

pastor did in discussing sex and reli- 
gion. 


Mays described 
Holy Communion 


and intercourse as highest forms of 
communication. Both require responsi- 
bility and commitment. Whether each 
is done appropriately must be decided. 


"People use and should use sexual 


intercourse to communicate," Mays de- 
clared. 


"In either the sacrament of commu- 


nion or intercourse, if you want higher 
or deeper communication, act so you 
don't distort the intention or possibility 
of the communication." 


Mays believes intercourse is a God 


given, therefore good, means of com- 
munication. "God often uses earthly 
means to communicate," he said. "The 
Bible is an earthly book. Many have la- 
beled it holy. 


"God uses the church to communi- 


cate to His people, to convey His love," 
he added. The sacraments use earthly 
elements to communicate grace: wa- 
ter, bread, wine. They are holy — "not 
because of materials but because of 
meaning. 


"My reaction to the meaning makes 


it possible for me to say this," he 
added. "Others may not." 


But we celebrate each other's pres- 


ence with gifts, looks, words, glances, 
he continued. Intercourse is a higher or 
deeper method. As with communion, 
the elements — body parts — "don't 
rank exceedingly high as holy parts." 
Mays noted. 


"Parts from their nature don't trans- 


mit much except arousal. They're bor- 
ing anatomically." But when they be- 
come part of your expression, this 
develops communion with people. 


There must be something different 


for this to happen, though. "You really 
don't tremble over...body parts. In and 
of themselves, they're not that great. 
You do tremble over the expression 
though, don't you?" he asked gently. 
This becomes a sharing of bodies and 
all that a person is — "the kinds of 
stuff that go on within us." 


"God put His love into a life, Christ." 


Mays said. "Then man understands it 
better." This is a model for God speak- 
ing to man. Christ was the incarnation 
— the enfleshment — of God, he added. 
"God caring enough to send the very 
best." 


Perhaps intercourse as one of the 


highest expressions of love could be 
man's model of interpersonal spiritual 
communication. 


Even the patterns of Holy Commu- 


nion and intercourse are similar, he 
pointed out. Both begin with prepara- 
tion and go through the steps of some 
type of instruction, statement of belief, 
offcratory, consecration, 
communion 


and dismissal. 


"Both bring reason for celebration," 


Mays added. But each is a holy experi- 
ence and "therefore requires all kinds 
of responsibility. You don't let just 
anyone walking in off the street enjoy 
Holy Communion," he said. 


"The same is true for sexual inter- 


course. It requires commitment and re- 
sponsibility."

ties throughout the state, including Ap- 
pleton. In recent years she has traveled 
extensively in the U.S. as a guest artist 
and lecturer for programs dealing with 
the Suzuki method. 


Participants in this year's institute 


at Stevens Point are expected from 35 
states and Canada. With parents who 
accompany the children to observe and 
participate in some activities, the total 
number of persons converging on the 
campus for the programs is expected to 
exceed 1,500. 


Mrs. Haruko Katoaka again will be 


on the faculty, coming from Japan to 


teach and demonstrate talent education 
for piano. Other teachers will be com- 
ing from faculties of the Juilliard 
School of Music, Oberlin Conservatory 
of Music, the Eastman School of Music 
and other institutions plus several per- 
formers from large city symphony or- 
chestras.

Sizo Azuma.ll, who has been on sev- 
eral continents as the star performer in 
concert tours led by Dr. Suzuki with 
young proteges from Japan.

6 and 9, concerts or recitals will be 
held in the Quandt Gym of the Univer- 
sity Fieldhouse featuring either the in- 
stitute faculty or participants. The cli- 
max will be a massed concert involving 
every participant on the last night. 


During the day, there'll be a routine 


of classes, lessons and seminars. 


Topics for study will include the phi- 


losophy of talent education, early child- 
hood education, memory and environ- 
ment, how to encourage children to 
practice, reading music creatively and 
the Suzuki method of discipline. 


Many of the children and teachers 


will be concerned with violin, but there 
will be sessions on piano and cello.

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Europe seeks 
dairy market 
in United States

In Western Europe dairy production 


is increasing and governments and 
farmers there are looking toward the 
United States as a possible market for 
their surplus cheese and butter, ac- 
cording to reports released recently by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 


David R. Strobel. an expert in for- 


eign market development for dairy and 
poultry of the USDA's Foreign Agricul- 
ture Survice. said in a report that Euro- 
pean Community milk production in 
1974 will increase at least 3.6 per cent 
from 1973 if weather continues favor- 
able. 


At the same time Wisconsin milk 


production has dropped from 1.775 bil- 
lion pounds output in June of 1973 to 
1.754 billion pounds this year — a one 
percent decline. 


Nationally milk production has 


skidded, according to Dairy Situation, 
a quarterly study of the milk business 
in the United States. The decline is 
slackening now but "May's milk pro- 
duction was down 2 per cent from a 
year earlier, compared with the 3 per 
cent drop entering 1974 and the sharp 6 
percent decline last fall." 


In addition, this vear, the United 


States imported dairy products equiva- 
lent to 1.7 billion pounds of milk during 
January-May. That was UD from .7 bil- 
lion pounds last year and nearly equal- 
led Wisconsin's total June dairy out- 
put. 


"Most of the increase took place in 


February and March. There were 
larger imports of Cheddar cheese un- 
der the temporary increase in import 
quotas during the first quarter this 
year. Also larger were imports of non- 
quota cheese, frozen cream, casein, 
evaporated and condensed milk," said 
the Dairy Situation. 


All temporary import quota in- 


creases have expired. On June 14, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz ad- 
vised President Nixon that further 
increases in nonfat dry milk imports 
were not necessary nor advisable. In 
December the Tariff Commission had 
recommended regular import quotas of 
1.8 million pounds be increased in 1974 
to 265 million pounds. 


On March 4 President Nixon, in a 


proclamation, authorized importation 
of an added 150 million pounds through 
June 30 but reserved a decision on tne 
remainder of 1974. 


Strobel said, in his report in Foreign 


Agriculture, that the United States is 
the target as a market for surplus Eu- 
ropean milk products. The Western Eu- 
ropean nations face a serious dairy sur- 
plus problem, he said. 


"The Community clearly is the major 


dairy production area in the Western 
World. Its production in 1973 was 
nearly double the 115.6 billion pounds 
produced in the United States. The 
large dairy surplus problem formerly 
faced by the United States shifted to

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Western Europe in 1966." 


European Community policy makers 


have decided to increase the target 
price for milk in 1974 and the Commu- 
nity support price for butter and nonfat 
dry milk, said Strobel. Those prices, in 
April, were $7.34 per hundredweight 
for milk; 96.3 cents per pound for but- 
ter and 43.2 cents per pound for nonfat 
dry milk. 


Surpluses from the nations are do- 


nated to the World Food Program of the 
United Nations and 441 million pounds 
of butter was sold to Russia in 1973 for 
19 cents per pound to decrease hold- 
ings. 


Still, the United States may be the 


biggest export customer of the Euro- 
pean Communitv. according to Strobel. 


"The series of temporary increases 


in U.S. import quotas beginning at the 
end of 1972 and continuing through 1973 
for nonfat dry milk, cheese and butter 
were the most important contributing 
factors — next to weather — that gave 
strength to the world dairy market in 
1973. Therefore, all producing countries 
will be watching closely developments 
in 1974 U.S. milk production. It seems 
clear that in view of the 1974 world 
dairy outlook there will be continuing 
pressures for the United States to take 
a larger volume of dairy products." 


Meanwhile, in Wisconsin and else- 


where in the United States, cheese 
prices have tumbled and milk prices 
have significantly declined. Nationally, 
according to USDA, milk production 
was one per cent lower in June than 
last year. 


A decline in milk production is 


likely, according to Dairy Situation re- 
ports. "It still looks like we may see 
milk output rise above a year earlier 
late this year. However, it will not pre- 
vent 1974 milk output from being down 
to one to 1.5 per cent from 1973's 115.6 
billion pound output." 


Nine economic considerations were 


listed by USDA economists in the Dairy 
Situation study: 


— Seasonal declines in milk prices 


have been sharper than normal drop- 
ping all-milk farm prices $1.06 per 
hundredweight from March to June 
while manufacturing milk skidded by 
$1.61 
about to support levels. Federal 


support purchases will prevent further 
price declines. 


— Milk prices will increase season- 


ally in fall and winter. 


— If 1974 crops are good feed prices 


may decline although other costs are 
likely to increase. 


— There was a large supply of re- 


placement stock on the market early 
this year. 


— Culling of dairy cows may decline 


as slaughter pfices have dropped. 


— Unemployment rates may average 


higher making it increasingly difficult 
to find off-farm alternate employment. 


— Pastures and hay crops are good 


nationally. 


— Federal programs are buying pro- 


cessed surplus cheese and no further 
dry milk imports are being allowed. 


— Class I prices negotiated by dairy- 


farmer cooperatives have declined less 
than federal order minimum prices.

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Two-week wait for 
NM housing decision

NEENAH-MENASHA - The waiting 


game for the Neenah and Menasha 
housing authorities should be over in 
about two weeks. 


Thomas McNeely. acting program 


manager in the Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) regional office in 
Milwaukee, said that is the approxi- 
mate time needed to process housing 
applications that are due today, and to 
allocate the available units. 


The applications for Neenah and 


Menasha, submitted through the newly 
formed Winnebago County Housing Au- 
thority, were taken to the HUD office in 
Milwaukee Wednesday by representa- 
tives of all three authorities. That 
marked the end of a rush to meet the 
Friday deadline. 


The applications ask for 60 units of 


low income elderly housing for each of 
the Twin Cities. Officials here have 
been hopeful that the entire request 
will be granted by HUD. 


McNeely said today that applications 


had been received from 15 state munic- 
ipalities as of Thursday. That is lower 
than the number he had expected. But, 
McNeely reminded, the total number of 
new construction housing units applied 
for will far exceed the several hundred 
units available for the entire state. 


Neenah and Menasha were both on 


the brink of receiving subsidized hous- 
ing units in January of 1973, but a 
freeze declared at that time frustrated 
the efforts of housing authority mem- 
bers. New HUD regulations were put 
into effect, and applications had to be 
resubmitted. 


In a meeting with HUD officials in 


June, local housing authority represen- 
tatives were told that Neenah and Men- 
asha were in the top priority to receive 
housing units. However, applications 
were expected to far exceed the total 
number of units allocated to Wisconsin 
by the federal agency, and there has 
been no assurance that the Twin Cities 
would receive its full request. In fact, 
the HUD officials could give no prom- 
ise that any units would be granted. 


The housing authorities have been 


working since June to compile informa- 
tion and complete the latest housing 
applications. Dennis Bianchi, Winne- 
bago County Planner who has been put 
in charge of the fledgling county au- 
thority, said this week that "my sub- 
jective opinion is that the applications 
are very good." Bianchi said Margaret 
Thorpe of the state Department of Lo- 
cal Affairs and Development (DLAD) 
was "most helpful" in preparing the 
applications. She had pledged her help 
because the county housing authority, 
through which the applications were 
submitted, does not yet have a working 
staff. Bianchi said there were no major 
problems encountered in preparing the 
forms. 


To complete the applications, the 


housing authorities had put out an ap- 
peal for elderly Twin Cities residents to 
supply information on their housing 
needs and income levels. The Chamber 
of Commerce aided in that effort, and 
placed many calls to persons who 
would probably qualify for the elderly 
housing units. "There appear to be 
more than the sufficient 
number 


needed to fill the units," Bianchi said. 


The applications don't show specific 


. numbers or names of persons who 


qualify for the subsidized housing, but 
they must show that there is generally 
•a lack of available low-cost elderly 
housing in the area and that there is 
sufficient demand. 


Bianchi said now that the Neenah 


and Menasha applications have been 
submitted, the county authority can 
slow down and prepare for the future. 
Staffing still must be determined, and 
Bianchi said he still doesn't know 
where the authority's funding will be 
coming from. The county authority 
would rather not become dependent on 
the county for funding, Bianchi said, as 
that was not the intent in establishing 
the agency. It was set up to coordinate 
the efforts of local housing authorities 
throughout the county, and to handle 
their administrative and paperwork 
functions. 


Bianchi said the next step for the 


county authority will probably be to 
have some group, committee or agency 
prepare a countywide housing study to 
determine the need for various types of 
housing. That study would be utilized 
in future applications from housing au- 
thorities in the county.

DNR policy to crimp 
development in town 


TOWN OF MENASHA - A Depart- 


ment of Natural Resources policy 
adopted last month banning sewer 
overloads has had a direct, although 
temporary, effect on the development 
of the west side. 


Developers who apply for sewer ex- 


tensions are not being allowed to con- 
nect them, two members of the town's 
sanitary district commission said. 


On June 21, the DNR board adopted a 


policy of denying sanitary sewer exten- 
sions if a treatment plant is overloaded 
or if sewer and treatment facilities are 
unable to handle the flow. 


In conforming to that policy, the 


commission advised its consulting en- 
gineers to specify that the west side 
plant is subject to overloads when de- 
velopers apply to DNR for the exten- 
sions. 


The net effect is that developers may 


go ahead and complete their buildings 
but cannot hook them up to the sani- 
tary sewer system. 


The intent is by no means to thwart 


development but to comply with the 
state policy while sewer leaks are lo- 
cated and repaired, commission chair- 
man Harold Clifford said.

ner suited up and joined about 50 
rookies and free agents for workouts. 
But some Packers suggested a split 
might remain after the strike is over. 


"Once everyone gets to camp and 


gets to work, I hope it will be forgot- 
ten," Carter said. "I'm sure there are 
going to be some hard-core labor 
people who will have some bad feel- 
ings, but nobody has to love what I'm 
doing." 


Dave Hanner. the Packers' defensive 


coordinator, said Carter and Hefner 
"did it for themselves and for the good 
of the club. It makes you feel good to 
see someone thinking for themselves 
instead of having other people think for 
them." 


"I'm not worried about it upsetting 


team unity," he said. "1 don't think it's 
going to bother anyone much once the 
season is started. A'nd if there are some 
people who it bothers so much that they 
can't get along, we'll just have to get 
people who can get along." 


The two Packer veterans, the first 


defectors here from the striking Na- 
tional Football League Players Associ- 
ation, had to walk past five picketing 
veterans to get to their first 1974 prac- 
tice."Very dramatic," Tom MacLeod, a 
linebacker, said as Carter passed. 


"I guess they want to show everyone 


they're here,"" Dick Himes, a Packer 
spokesman for the NFLPA, said. "They 
could have run them down here on 
stretchers and it wouldn't have made 
any difference to me. They're on the 
field now, and that's all that counts." 


Himes said he doesn't think the two- 


man victory for management "is going 
to shorten the strike one bit." 


Ken Bowman, another NFLPA repre- 


sentative in the Packer camp, said dur- 
ing a television interview in Milwaukee 
that the decision by Carter and Hefner 
was "frustrating to me. I thought we 
had a unified team."

was "very happy to have Jim and 
Larry." 


"I'm certain in the end this won't 


have any effect on team unity." he 
said. But then he added. "If there is a 
problem, all 26 teams will have the 
same problem." 


"I don't have any hard feelings to 


them at all," placekicker Chester Mar- 
col said. 


"Some of the other guys might, but I 


hope not." he said. "It would ruin the 
season if things got like that.

Two Russian 
cosmonauts have 
returned safely 


MOSCOW (AP) - Two Russian cos- 


monauts safely returned to earth today 
in their Soyuz 14 spacecraft, ending a 
two-week mission aboard the Salyut 3 
space station, Tass reported. 


The government news agency said 


cosmonauts Pavel Popovich and Yuri 
Artyukhin "feel well" after soft-land- 
ing their Soyuz transport ship near 
Dzhezkazgan in central Asia. 


Their mission, which began July 3, 


has been "fully fulfilled," the agency 
said. 


The mission's successful and safe 


conclusion was in sharp contrast to the 
tragedy of the Soviet space station ef- 
fort in June 1971 when, after 23 days 
aboard Salyut 1, three cosmonauts 
were found dead, strapped to the seats 
of their Soyuz 11 craft.

Today's landing came after the two 


Russians undocked their craft from the 
Salyut 3 lab shortly after noon and 
guided the transport vehicle back to 
earth loaded with documentation, film 
cassettes and other materials on their 
experiments aboard the station.

Source of prized Aztec 
blue turquoise pinpointed 


SEATTLE (AP) - Some nuclear de- 


tective work points to a New Mexico 
canyon as the source of the blue tru- 
quoise prized by the ancient Aztecs of 
Mexico. 


Turquoise mosaics made by Aztec 


artists are considered among the most 
stunning pieces of art ever discovered. 
But the source of the blue turquoise, 
which has never been found in Mexico, 
long has been a puzzle. 


Now nuclear scientists using radio- 


active "fingerprints" believe they've 
traced the source to Chaco Canyon, in 
northwest New Mexico. And they say 
the discovery probably means the Az- 
tecs, somewhere around 1,000 A.D., de- 
veloped a 1,000-mile trade route from 
Mexico City to northwest New Mexico. 


The nuclear sleuthing was outlined 


here on Thursday by Dr. Carman Har- 
bottle at the Fifth International Con- 
gress of Radiation Research. 


Harbottle, a nuclear chemist from 


the Brookhaven National Laboratory, 
explained that his detection technique 
consists of placing turquoise samples 
in a nuclear reactor and irradiating 
them. The patterns of radiactivity pro- 
vide a fingerprint which can be com- 
pared with other samples to determine 
whether they are the same material. 


He says samples of the turquoise 


used by the Aztecs exactly match sam- 
ples he took from Chaco Canyon. 


And he said that "may help explain a

puzzling cultural explosion" that took 
place about 1,000 A.D. among the In- 
dians in the Four Corners area of the 
United States — where New Mexico, 
Arizona, Colorado and Utah adjoin. 


"The Indians of the Southwest were 


still hunters and gatherers until about 
1,000 A.D.," he said. "Suddenly they 
began building magnificent cliff dwell- 
ings, the ruins of which we can still 
see, and developing trade and industry. 


"Archeologists working at the site 


now suspect that the cultural explosion 
was caused by a sudden contact with 
the enormously advanced culture of the 
Aztecs in Mexico." 


Harbottle says he uses his irradiation 


technique, which he says is nondestruc- 
tive, for other things as well — like un- 
masking art forgeries or helping track 
down the source of oil spills. 


"If what is purported to be a Rem- 


brandt doesn't show the radioactive 
pattern characteristic of Rembrandt's 
paints, then the buyer should beware," 
Harbottle said. 


But he said his nuclear technique 


won't always work — as in a case 
where a forger uses the same material 
used in the original. 


"Art fakers in Mexico, for example, 


now are using the same clay sources 
for their forgeries as the Pre-Colom- 
Dian Indians used 2,000 years ago," he 
said.

The 
Judiciary Committee will make the fi- 


nal decision, and members predicted 
that it will approve the electronic cov- 
erage. 


The debates on proposed articles of 


impeachment are to begin Tuesday, 
culminating in a final vote the follow- 
ing Saturday. 


The ABC, CBS and NBC tele- 


vision networks agreed last May to ro- 
tate live TV coverage of Judiciary pro- 
ceedings, and they said on Thursday 
the agreement remained in effect. 


ABC would have live coverage re- 


sponsibility the first day, CBS the sec- 
ond and NBC the third, but any net- 
work also could air the proceedings on 
the other days as well.

Haldeman 
contradicts 
Connolly 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Newly pub- 


lished testimony by H. R. Haldeman 
conflicts with sworn statements by 
John B. Connally about donations by 
the dairy industry to President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign. 


The former White House chief of staff 


swore that Connally once complained to 
him that no arrangements were being 
made to receive industry donations. 


Connally has testified that he didn't 


discuss contributions from the milk- 
producer cooperatives with anybody 
and that he had nothing to do with their 
political donations. The milk producers 
were seeking to donate $2 million or 
more to Nixon's campaign. 


Haldeman testified last Jan. 31 at a 


closed session of the Senate Watergate 
committee, which made the testimony 
public Thursday. Connally's testimony, 
given last November, was made public 
earlier in the week. 


Even before publication of Halde- 


man's remarks, Connally had been in 
conflict with sworn statements from 
two other witnesses and with an official 
statement from the White House. 


In his testimony, Connally was asked 


if he discussed political donations by 
dairy co-ops with President Nixon. 


"I never discussed political contribu- 


tions by this group with them, or with 
him, or with anybody else," Connally 
replied. 


At another point, he said, "At no 


time to this good day do I know, or has 
anyone ever told me what they contrib- 
uted to whom, or by what means, or in 
what amount. I had nothing to do with 
their political campaign contribution 
activities." 


Haldeman's testimony differed. 
"I recall talking with or listening tc 


Mr. Connally on the subject of dairy 
contributions," he said. "The point Mr. 
Connally made to me was, as I recall it, 
simply that the dairy people want to 
make contributions and they had been 
trying to work with the campaign 
people or whoever is handling it, and 
they weren't getting the mechanics set 
up for them to do this, and that is kind 
of stupid, why doesn't someone get it 
set up?" 


Haldeman said Connally didn't men- 


tion any particular organization, and 
that he couldn't recall the date of the 
conversation. Throughout late 1970 and 
early 1971 top officials of Associated 
Milk Producers, Inc., were attempting 
to get Nixon aides to set up conduit 
committees to receive campaign dona- 
tions. 


One of their lawyers, Jake Jacobsen, 


was an old friend of Connally who 
sought and obtained Connally's help in 
getting President Nixon to raise milk 
price supports in 1971. Connally also 
had been consulted by the same group 
in 1969 when it set up a political trust. 


In a new development, the Watergate 


committee has released statements 
that Connally repeatedly made calls in 
1972 to two Justice Department chiefs 
about a criminal investigation of Ja- 
cobsen.

Costlier goods, services 
reflected in inflation rate 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Cost of 


living rose one per cent in June as 
sharply higher prices for a wide range 
of consumer goods and services kept 
inflation soaring, the government re- 
ported today. 


The Labor Department's figures un- 


derscored the bleak economic news 
Thursday from the Commerce Depart- 
ment which reported the economy un- 
derwent one of its most severe declines 
since World War II in the first half of 
the year. 


The nation's output of goods and 


services—the Gross National Product- 
dropped between April and June for 
the second successive quarter of de- 
clines, the Commerce Department said. 
Some economists believe that two con- 
secutive quarterly declines should be 
considered a recession. Other econo- 
mists feel other factors must be consid- 
ered. 


The June rise in the consumer price 


index, announced today, was led by 
higher prices for new and used cars, 
medical care, mortgage interest costs, 
household durables and fresh fruits. 


Food prices rose a seasonally ad- 


justed three tenths of one per cent, a 
rate slightly more than usual for June 
but a much more moderate pace than 
in any other month this year with the 


exception of April when food prices fell 
four tenths of one per cent. 


The June increase in consumer 


prices works out to an annual rate of 12 
per cent. For the three months ending 
in June the pace of inflation soared at 
an adjusted annual rate of 10.9 per 
cent, according to the government fig- 
ures. 


Consumer prices last month rose to a 


level 11.1 per cent higher than a year 
ago, with the government's index at 
147.1. This meant it cost $147.10 to pur- 
chase a variety of consumer goods and 
services that cost $100 in 1967. 


Nonfood items rose an adjusted 1.3 


per cent, the sixth consecutive month 
of rapid rise. This was a reflection of 
sharply higher prices at wholesale 
which have continued to soar since 
price controls were dropped April 30. 


Also up sharply last month were 


service costs which rose one per cent, 
the same as in May. 


As has been the case for most of the 


past year, the spurt of inflation took 
another bite out of the purchasing 
power of the average production 
worker. 


Real spendable earnings, or take- 


home pay adjusted for taxes and infla- 
tion, fell by three tenths of one per cent 
last month to a level 4.5 per cent below ft 


a year ago. Over the past year, the gov- 
ernment has reported real spendable 
earnings dropped every month with the 
exception of May, September and July. 


Detailing its price report, the Labor 


Department said supermarket prices 
rose one tenth of one per cent in June 
following a rise of eight tenths of one 
per cent in May. Declines in meat, 
poultry and egg prices offset increases 
for cereals and bakery products, fresh 
vegetables and processed fruits and 
vegetables. 


Leading the surge in nonfood prices 


was the rising cost of new automobiles 
which went up in June instead of de- 
clining as usual. Also up were prices 
for household goods, gasoline, fuel oil 
and clothing. 


However, the increase in gasoline 


prices was the smallest monthly rise 
since the government began publishing 
these figures last October at the start 
of the Arab oil embargo. In June, the 
average U.S. price for regular grade 
gasoline was reported as up 1.1 per 
cent to 55.6 cents per gallon while the 
average price for premium increased 
seven tenths of one per cent to 59.1 


For the second quarter of the year, 


the consumer price index rose at a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate of 10.9 per 
cent.

and fire ripped through a section of a 
large railroad yard today, injuring 
more than 100 persons and forcing the 
evacuation of a nine-square-mile area. 


Hospitals reported treating 112 per- 


sons, including 15 who were admitted. 
Three victims were taken to a burn 
center in Springfield, about 70 miles 
away, officials said. 


Officials said the explosion took place 


at 5:03 a.m. in a string of tank cars. 


The fire spread and was still burning 


more than four hours later as firemen 
tried to keep the flames from spread- 
ing to more cars, including some which 
officials said contained dynamite and 
chemicals. 


The cause of the explosion was not 


determined. 


Police evacuated an area about three 


miles square on the east side of Deca- 
tur, a city of about 100,000 residents lo- 
cated about 200 miles south of Chicago. 
Several homes were reported damaged 
and a high school gymnasium under 
construction collapsed. 


The explosion flattened a building in 


the Norfolk and Western Railway yard 
complex that is used by railroad crews 
for overnight sleeping. It was not 
known how many persons were in the 


building at the time of the blast. 


"I thought it was an earthquake," 


said Audrey Hudson, a secretary for 
the Decatur Fire Department, who 
lives about a mile and a half from the 
scene. "It practically knocked me out 
of bed." 


A spokesman for the National Trans- 


portation Safety Board said the blast 
occurred as a switching operation was 
under way. He said, however, he did 
not know what triggered the explosion. 


Payton Winfree, director of public re- 


lations at the railroad's Roanoke, Va., 
headquarters, said the explosion oc- 
curred among a string of four liquid 
propane tank cars. He said the force of 
the blast derailed about 100 cars. 


The Decatur National Guard unit 


with about 75 men was summoned to 
duty. Officials recommended that 
downtown businesses also be evacuated 
and that bank and larger retail stores 
close early. 


A Decatur school official reported 


heavy damage to a $1.6 million addition 
to Lakeview High School. Phillip Tinch, 
director of secondary education for 
Decatur, said a nearly completed gym- 
nasium collapsed "and the steel gird- 
ers were all twisted." 


Nixon put no curb 
on surveillance

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ Nothing in 


more than 2,000 pages of domestic sur- 
veillance evidence gathered by the 
House Judiciary Committee shows 
clearly that President Nixon approved 
specific illegal acts by his assistants. 


But the record shows that the Presi- 


dent set no limit on what his aides 
should do to halt newspaper stories 
about sensitive U.S. diplomatic plans. 


Nixon reserved some of his worst lan- 


guage for describing career govern- 
ment bureaucrats who talked freely 
with reporters about U.S. foreign pol- 
icy. 


He distrusted them so much that he 


seriously considered ordering lie detec- 
tor tests for more than 1,000 State De- 
partment, Pentagon and Central In- 
telligence Agency employes, not 
because he thought they were all re- 
sponsible for news leaks, but, in the 
President's words, so he could "imme- 
diately scare the bastards." 


"Listen, I don't know anything about 


polygraphs and I don't know how accu- 
rate they are but I know they'll scare 
hell out of people," Nixon said, accord- 
ing to a presidential transcript re- 
leased for the first time on Thursday. 


Nixon feared the leaks would jeop- 


ardize the strategic arms limitation 
talks. He thought Daniel Ellsberg 
likely had more than the Pentagon pa- 
pers Vietnam War study to make pub- 
lic. 


He did not believe that making his 


foreign policy public before it was fully 
carried out was necessary to the demo- 
cracy. 


Former White House special Counsel 


Charles W. Colson quoted Nixon as 
saying in late June 1971, "I don't give a 
damn how it is done, do whatever has 
to be done to stop these leaks and pre- 
vent further unauthorized disclosures; 
I don't want to be told why it can't be 
done." 


As a result, wiretaps were placed on 


the telephones of newsmen and Na- 
tional Security Council staff members. 
The late FBI director, J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, not known for open and friendly 
relations with reporters, objected and 
wouldn't even allow the files about the 
taps against suspected news leakers to 
be kept in FBI files. 


The wiretap files eventually ended up 


in the White House because a senior 
FBI official not in Hoover's 
favor 


feared Hoover would use them as lever- 
age to stay in office. 


Later, the special White House in- 


vestigative unit called the plumbers 
was formed. Even as the plumbers 
were planning the break-in at the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist, Nixon 
was complaining to aide John D.- 
thrlichman that their efforts were 
•"not vigorous enough." 


There is nothing in the committee's 


massive compilation that shows the 
President knew in advance that a 
break-in was planned. But even in the 
most private of Nixon's conversations, 
there is no mention of restraint, of cau- 
tion, of how far his men shoulJ go in 
keeping the President's secrets. 


Indeed, after being notified 31 


months later, Nixon is quoted by 
jEhrlichman as saying "That the break- 
in was in furtherance of national secu-

The new government of Cyprus was 
rushing a representative to United Na- 
tions headquarters today to take part in 
the Security Council debate on Cyprus.

Council President Javier Perez de 


Cuellar of Peru said Makarios would 
speak as the "president of Cyprus." 
And it was apparent that the Soviet 
Union and most of the other 14 mem- 
bers of the council were not going to ac- 
cord legitimacy to anyone from the 
Greek-led forces that deposed Ma- 
karios. 


However, Perez said the new govern- 


ment's man might be heard under a 
council rule allowing the appearance of 
"persons whom it considers competent 
... to supply it with information." He 
called a morning council session to dis- 
cuss a request from Nicosia.

Prince steps in 
for ailing Franco 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Gen. Fran- 


cisco Franco, Spain's ailing 81-year-old 
chief of state, temporarily transferred 
power today to Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon, picked by Franco to succeed 
him as chief of state and restore the 
Spanish monarchy. 


According to the official announce- 


ment over Spain's national radio, 
Prince Juan Carlos, at Franco's bed- 
side when he transferred power, will 
rule until the generalissamo recovers. 


Franco was hospitalized on July 9 for 


treatment of phlebitis, or inflammation 
of the veins. He had been reported im- 
proving, but doctors said he suffered 
gastric complications today that caused 
a decline in his condition. 


and the 650 guard officers from the 
Greek army, arrived in New York from 
London on Thursday. He told newsmen 
he wants the council to condemn the 
takeover and demand that the ruling 
military junta in Athens withdraw the 
guard's Greek officers.

The 
sources said Britain also wanted any 
council resolution to recognize Ma- 
karios as the legitimate president of 
Cyprus. 


In Washington, State Department of- 


ficials said they believed Makarios' 
chances of regaining power in Cyprus 
were extremely remote. But they said 
the Nixon administration was with- 
holding recognition of the new regime 
in the face of the widespread condem- 
nation of it in the international commu- 
nity. 


One high-ranking American official 


said the principal U.S. objective at the 
moment is to prevent war between 
Greece and Turkey, whose armies have 
been on the alert since Monday. 


Undersecretary of State Joseph J. 


Sisco was in London, trying to mediate 
the differences between Washington's 
position and Britain's alignment with 
Makarios, the official in Washington 
said. Sisco met with Turkish Premier 
Bulent Ecevit and British Foreign Sec- 
retary James Callaghan and was flying 
to Athens and Ankara today. 
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School budget 
in Brillion set at 
$1,189,103

BRILLION — Electors at the annual 


joint school district meeting at 8 p.m. 
Monday in the high school gymnasium 
will be asked to approve a $1,189,103 
budget for 1974-75. The proposed tax 
levy, $17.08 per $1,000 equalized valu- 
ation, includes $4 per $1.000 debt.serv- 
ice and is $1.33 per $1,000 higher than 
1973-74. 


This proposal represents an 8.4 per 


cent increase in the tax levy over the 
current year and a dollar increase ol 
$71,386. The rate would raise a total of 
$924.526, including $216,670 for debt 
service based on an estimated equal- 
ized value of $54.128,300. 


The tax levy calculations, however, 


are computed on the latest equalized 
base known, which is 1973 actual, and 
will not be updated until October, at 
which time the final levy will be deter- 
mined. 


By comparison, the district levied 


$15.75 per $1,000 of equalized valuation 
last year, raising $853,139 based on an 
equalized value of $54,167,600. with $4 
per $1,000. or $200.670, applied to debt 
service. The total budget was 
$1.118.047. 


The breakdown of total dollars to be 


raised, comparing current year to 1974- 
75 proposed, is: City of Brillion, 
$471,356 - $511,174; Brillion town, 
$228,849 - $248,262; Rantoul, $41,135 - 
$43.612; Woodville. $16,628 - $18,033; 
Maple Grove. $48.899 - $53.265; Rock- 
land, $29.444 - $31,931; Holland, $11.965 
- $12,975; Morrison, $4,860 - $5,270. 


A major factor in the budget increase 


is salaries. In addition to higher costs 
because of recently completed negotia- 
tions with the present staff, the district 
will employ two more teachers, one in 
elementary art and the other for an ad- 
ditional elementary classroom. 


Under contracted services, allow- 


ances for a learning disabilities in- 
structor and a school psychologist in 
cooperation with the Hilbert district 
and foreign language instruction at. 
Reedsville and Hilbert account for an 
increase of approximately $9,400. 


Expenditure for audio-visual equip- 


ment and materials jumped from 
$1.958 last year to an estimated $6,300. 
For the past several years, funds allo- 
cated for this purpose have been slim. 
The figure also includes film rental, 
microfilm and other material. 


Clerical costs are also up, largely be- 


cause of the need for an additional half- 
time secretary for the grade school li- 
brary. Allowances also have been made 
for hiring teacher aides for playground 
supervision. 


Pupil transportation services, budg- 


eted at $91,000 (a $9.000 increase), 
makes provisions for the addition of 


one morning bus route and for trans- 
porting students to Reedsville and Hil- 
bert for foreign language instruction. 


Heating costs, budgeted at $9,800 in 


1972 and costing in actual disburse- 
ments more than $11,000 because 
of increased fuel costs, is listed at 
$12,500. Some of the increase is because 
the school will have an additional 30,000 
square feet of building to be heated. 


In other areas, Social Security pay- 


ments will be up because of salary in- 
creases and the district will pick up a 
greater portion of teacher retirement 
program costs. The retirement pro- 
gram for nonteaching personnel also 
has been improved. 


Capital outlay is estimated at $12,843. 


A total of $8,728 was budgeted for 1973- 
74. Some of the proposed expenditures 
include photocopying machines, a mi- 
crofilm reader-printer, new uniforms, 
two classrooms of new desks for the 
grade school, a calculator and six new 
typewriters. 


The athletic department expenses are 


up $2,500 because of new equipment 
needs. 


Mobile guidance costs are estimated 


at $4,000, up $1,500 primarily because 
of the smaller reimbursement rate on 
this federally funded program and in- 
creased costs. 


Vocational school expenditures are 


estimated to be up $6,000 to $21,000 be- 
cause of increased student enrollment. 


In a somewhat technical change in 


budget procedure, money in the 
surplus debt service account will be al- 
located to a building fund accoutn. The 
district already has authorized pur- 
chase of property bordering the school 
if and when it becomes available at a 
reasonable price. The account'change 
will make funds available for future 
building programs and purchase of 
property for building expansion pur- 
poses at the present site without a spe- 
cial district meeting. 


Two petitions to increase the size of 


rhe board of education from five to 
seven members will be presented. One 
of the petitions filed by Mayor Clarence 
Wolf stipulates only a change from five 
to seven members, while another peti- 
tion, filed by board member Robert 
Stanelle, designates a 7-member board 
consisting of three rural, three city and 
one member elected at-large. 


In addition to adopting a budget and 


action on the petitions, the annual 
meeting agenda will include reports 
from the auditors, district clerk, dis- 
trict treasurer, setting salaries of 
school board members, authorizing 
payment of expenses by board mem- 
bers when on business outside district 
boundaries, setting the 
length of the 


school year and any general questions 
concerning operation of the school. 


Plans continue for 
county VD clinic

A formal proposal for setting up a 


free venereal disease clinic in Out- 
agamie County will be presented to the 
county health committee next month. 


Peter LeMere, Appleton health offi- 


cer, told the committee there have been 
"some changes in thinking" this past 
week and that, "based on new informa- 
tion," more time was needed to present 
a specific proposal. He did not elabo- 
rate on what the changes were. 


The committee appeared receptive to 


the idea of applying for a $6,440 state 
grant to establish a clinic to serve Out- 
agamie County and Neenah and Men- 
asha. Daniel Jaworski of the Fond du 
Lac office of the state Division of 
Health said a month's delay would not 
hurt because it probably will be at least 
two months before the state will start 
releasing the funds. 


In response to a question from Supv. 


Merritt Kavanaugh, LeMere said the 
logical location for such a clinic would 
either be in a doctor's office, medical 
clinic or hospital. When the VD clinic 
was first proposed nearly a year ago it 
was planned to set it up in St. Eliza- 
beth Hospital, but those plans appar- 
ently have been altered. While no one 
was publicly saying so, there were 
strong indications that the county med- 
ical society was opposed to the clinic 
idea. 


Supv. Herman Ripp, who drew criti- 


cism earlier for his stand, said he was 
not opposed to the clinic idea, but ob- 
jected to the committee being asked to 


approve something without a specific 
plan being presented. 


Jackie McConnell, public health ad- 


viser for the state Division of Health, 
told the committee that for the first six 
months of this year there have been 41 
cases of gonorrhea reported in Out- 
agamie County. This compares to 49 
cases during the same period last year. 


State figures show that the number 


of reported gonorrhea cases has in- 
creased sharply in the last four years. 
There were 37 cases reported in 1970, 48 
in 1971, 59 in 1972 and 113 in 1973. 


"Are doctors compelled to report 


it?" Kavanaugh asked. "Yes," Miss 
McConnell answered, "but that doesn't 
mean they will." 


Jaworski said that nationally it is es- 


timated there are 900 cases of go- 
norrhea per 100,000 people. 


Compared to Outagamie County's 113 


reported cases last year, Brown County 
had 228 reported cases and Winnebago 
County 163. 


Miss McConnell said the important 


thing with gonorrhea is speed — "Get 
these people to a doctor in a day or two 
so they don't infect others." • 


Supv. John Kellogg raised the ques- 


tion: "Why treat this one (gonorrhea) 
free and make people pay for treatment 
of other diseases?" Miss McConnell 
noted that gonorrhea is a communi- 
cable disease "and has a stigma at- 
tached to it." 


LeMere agreed. "One of the prob- 


lems," he said, "is that frequently 
there are no symptoms.

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Channel problems to be reviewed

WAUPACA — A public meeting is set 


for 7:30 p.m. Saturday in the Dayton 
Town Hall to allow residents to express 
their opinions on the deepening of the 
channel connecting Dale and Coljumbia 
lakes and protecting the eroding shore- 
line with pilings. 


The town board has gathered infor- 


mation on the channel to present it 
while most of the summer residents on 
the Chain are in residence, said Walter 
Ciura, town chairman. 


"Too often we have had to consider 


matters like this, which affect a num- 
ber of property owners, during the 
months when many of them are away," 
he added. "I urge that everyone inter- 
ested attend this meeting. Now is the 
time to be heard. We have a few items 
to disclose that will come as a surprise 
to a few people." 


The items were first considered last 


December after a petition signed by 
property owners on the 1,000-foot-long, 
16-foot-v/ide channel was presented to 
the Town of Dayton Eoard. 
' 


At the first public information meet- 


ing, it was proposed to remove muck 
and debris from the channel so larger 
boats would have easy access between 
Minor and Dake lakes and the larger 
lakes on the Chain. Property owners on 
the channel also asked that something 
be done to protect the banks of the 
channel, which have been eroded by 
boat wakes. 


Town officials were advised in a let- 


ter from Frank Deringer, water man-%- 


agement investigator in the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR), that 
a permit from that department is not 
needed to remove silt, provided the 
width of the existing channel is not in- 
creased and all material removed is 
placed above the high water mark. 


Also, a permit is not needed if the 


banks of the channel are reinforced 
with piling installed at the water's 
edge. 


"Our decision not to require a permit 


to dredge is based on the fact that the 
channel is artificial," Deringer wrote.

The new state law which sets a 


"slow-no wake" order for channels con- 
necting lakes may help solve the bank 
erosion problem, however. 


If the project is approved, the cost

Money for the project could not be 
taken from the general'fund. 


An early plat of the channel area, on 


file in the register of deeds office, 
shows a 20-foot channel right-of-way 
but does not indicate the dedication of 
this right-of-way to the Town of Dayton. 


A public body owns the right-of-way 


but not the land under it. according to 
one interpretation. It is understood that 
the person who has the right-of-way 
can do reasonable maintenance. An- 
other agreement is necessary if the 
party owning the right-of-way chooses 
to alter or construct the land beneath. 


If whoever owns the land under the 


channel elects to clean the channel out 
periodically, it could solve many prob- 
lems and be considerably less expen- 
sive.

County airport committee haggles 
with car agencies over more rent 


The three car rental agencies at the 


Outagamie County Airport are balking 
at proposed higher rental figures for 
space in the new terminal building. At 
the same time, the firms are arguing 
over which one will get which counter. 


About the only agreement reached 


Thursday in a session between the 
rental agencies and the airport com- 
mittee was that new contracts should 
probably be on a flat monthly rate, 
rather than on the present combination 
of a monthly minimum and percentage 
of gross revenue. 


The three agencies now pay the 


county $2 per year per square foot of 
floor space occupied in the terminal, $5 
per month for each of six parking stalls 
they each use in the parking lot and 
$250 per month, or 10 per cent of their 
gross revenue, whichever i:» Creator. 


On that basis, Avis paid the county 


$4,540 in 1973, National paid $4,202 and 
Hertz paid $3,492. For the first six 
months of this year, National has paid 
$2.057, Hertz $1,500 and Avis $1,368. 
There was some indication that Avis 
may be behind in its payments to the 
county this year. 


Both Avis and Hertz have 66 square 


feet of space in the terminal, while Na- 
tional has 117 square feet. In the new 
terminal each agency would have about 
140 square feet. 


The airport committee 
proposed 


charging a flat $400 per month rent, 
plus $5 per month for each reserved 
parking stall. 


John Misch, the Avis representative, 


objected to the proposed rates as being 
too high. He contended this would have 
the effect of making him pay 20 per 
cent of his gross, instead of the present 
10 per cent. 


James Gustman, owner of National, 


also felt the proposed rate was too 
high, but, he said, he preferred the flat 
rate idea to the percentage. It would 
eliminate a lot of paperwork, he said. 
Urban Van Susteren, owner of the 
Hertz franchise, indicated he would 
prefer to do the paperwork than have a 
high monthly rent.

Democrats ignore seniority system 
in plan for new budget committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Democrats 


have set aside the Senate's hallowed 
seniority system in drafting plans for 
the powerful new Budget Committee, 
assuring Sen. Edmund S. Muskie the 
chairmanship and younger senators 
some seats. 


The action came Thursday at a party 


caucus on how to fill the nine Demo- 
cratic spots on the 15-senator com- 
mittee, part of the new structure to 
give Congress a stronger voice in fed- 
eral budget-making. 


The caucus directed the party's 


steering committee to pick the nine 
Democrats so they will be representa- 
tive in geography and philosophy, a de- 
cision representing a deliberate deci- 
sion to omit seniority. 


Muskie told reporters that the intent 


of the caucus was "quite clear," add- 
ing: 
"My feeling is that was intended 


as a liberalization." 


The change won't affect other com- 


mittees, where seniority is still fol- 
lowed though the Democrats abolished 
it as a binding rule last year. 


Republicans were scheduled to start 


grappling with the question of how to 
start filling the six GOP spots at a 
meeting of their Committee on Com- 
mittees today. But it was put off until 
next week when the Senate decided not 
to meet. 


Some 27 of the 42 Republican sena- 


tors are reported to have applied for 
the panel. 
If seniority is followed, 


practically all of the members will bt 
senators who already are ranking 
members of other committees. 


Muskie, who played a major role in 


drafting the budget legislation, came to 
the Senate six years after Sen. Stuart 
Symington, D-Mo., who also had been 


reported angling for the post. 


However, Symington announced at 


the caucus he was withdrawing his 
request for membership on the panel, 
in the face of an obvious preference by 
the party leadership for Muskie. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 


launched the caucus with a strong ap- 
peal against a strict seniority basis for 
the new committee, saying it was too 
important for "routine handling." 


He declared that "young members of 


the Senate are insufficiently used in the 
basic decision-making processes." 


The budget committee will have the 


job of scrutinizing the 
president's 


budget and setting spending ceilings 
for each area. After the regular appro- 
priations bills are passed, it will be the 
panel that will review actions taken 
and make additional recommendations' 
to cut spending or raise taxes. 


FCC opposes Bell increase

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A Federal 


Communications Commission staff re- 
port recommends rejection of drastic 
rate changes for the Bell System's 
leased lines. 


The staff agreed with the nation's 


major newswire services, broadcasters 
and specialized common carriers that 
Bell has not shown the rates to be 
"just, reasonable and non-discrimina- 
tory" and legal. 


The 114-page study recommended 


that the commission give Bell specific 
guidelines for filing future rates for 
competitive services. 


The commission may accept or reject 


any of the staff findings on rates that 
Bell put into effect last month after a 
five-month delay. If the commission 
agrees with the staff. Bell would have 
to make refunds under an earlier FCC 
order. 


Bell dropped the traditional uniform 


nationwide mileage charge on private 
lines reserved 
for businessmen for 


their exclusive use. It is replaced by a 
two-tier system called "Hi-Lo." 


Under Hi-Lo there is a lower rate for 


high population density routes between 
370 major cities and a higher rate for 
low-density routes to the smaller cities 
and towns'. There also is a new charge 
for each channel termination. 


AT&T contended these changes are 


necessary to relate more closely to ac- 
tual costs of providing services. It said 
it needs the new rates if the telephone 
companies are to be able to compete 
with the newly authorized common ear- 
ners over high-density routes. 


The staff disagreed, saying Boll . ?- 


nously overestimated the demand for 
SCC (Specialized Common Carriers) 
services in relation to us own. and the 


•extent "To which it is necessary to re- 
structure its rates to be competitive 
•with the SCC...." 


The report disagreed with the news- 


wire services that the new rate would 
cause substantial cancellations by sub- 
scribers and members and cause oth- 
ers not to sign up for the services. 


It also disagreed with the newswire 


services that the rates would seriously 
impair the dissemination of news na- 
tionally. 


The staff said the record indicates 


that the less financially secure sub- 
scribers would feel the effect signifi- 
cantly. It said smaller users and those 
in difficult financial condition "appear 
to be severely burdened by the in- 
crease." 


The main objections to the rate 


changes were filed by The Associated 
Press, United Press International, Reu- 
ters Ltd., Dow Jones and Commodity 
News Service Inc.

House looks for compromise 
on strip mining measure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


has rejected strip mining bills favored 
by segments of the coal industry and 
environmentalists and turned its atten- 
tion to a compromise. 


The House first voted down, 255 to 


156, on Thursday a bill that would have 
established relatively mild strip min- 
ing standards. Then it rejected, 336 to 
•69, a bill by environmentalists to phase 
out strip mining completely. 


Sponsors of the competing bills had 


attempted to substitute them for a bill 
by the House Interior Committee to im- 
pose the first national environmental 
standards on surface coal mining. 


After rejecting the two proposed sub- 


stitutes, the House began debating the 
committee-approved bill, termed 
"a 


compromise in every sense of the 
word" by Rep. Morris K. Udall, D- 
Ariz., the floor manager. Udall said the 
committee bill, similar to legislation 


that has already passed the Senate, at- 
tempts to strike a balance between the 
environment and the nation's energy 
needs. 


Debate on the bill is due to resume on 


Monday, but a final vote is not expected 
before Tuesday. 


The bill that would have phased out 


strip mining was proposed by Rep. Ken 
Hechler, D-W. Va., who told the House 
that to continue to permit strip mining 
would bring the same scarred land- 
scapes to the West that are now typical 
of his and other Appalachian states. 


The other proposal turned down by 


the House, by Rep. Craig Hosmer, R- 
Calif., would have allowed strip mining 
wherever mining companies could 
demonstrate that the land could be re- 
stored when they finished with it.

Scripps Institute of Oceanography of 
the University of California at San 
Diego for the National Science Founda- 
tion.

Challenger in the South Atlantic, the 
scientists probed through more than 
two miles of water, sediment and rock.

Plateau reaching 750 miles eastward

The scientists believe that the Falk- 


land Plateau was once above the wa- 
ter, fitting perfectly with what is now 
the southeastern coast of Africa and 
joining that continent to South America 
to form part of the immense super- 
continent of Gondwanaland. 


About 200 million years ago. the su- 


percontinent began breaking up. ac- 
cording to the scientists. The Falkland 
Plateau remained dry with a Medi- 
terranean climate for 50 million years, 
but it began sinking as the continents 
broke away in the continuing process of 
continental drift. 


About SO million years ago 
the 


plateau reached its present depth in 
the water, Dalziel said. 


Columbia University said no one 


knew that the plateau was actually an 
old piece of Gondwanaland until the ex- 
pedition's drill was lowered through 1.5 
miles of water and cored through 1.835 
feet of sediment before hitting conti- 
nental granite. 


"It completes the puzzle," said Dal- 


ziel. "All the other points along the At- 
lantic contours of the two continents 
had been proven by various scientific 
means to have been joined long ago."

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The Watergate Committee reports 


The pace may have been frustratingly slow, but the Wa- 


tergate affair is moving to a conclusion. The Senate com- 
mittee which conducted the public investigation has issued 
its final report. And the House committee investigating 
possible impeachment proceedings 
against 
President 


Nixon has scheduled a vote next week. Further proceedings 
in the full House and possibly the Senate will follow, and 
there will be more trials of persons accused in the scandal. 
But the Senate committee's report is worth all the effort 
that Senator Ervin's committee put into its extended hear- 
ings. 


The comrninpo haQ r^comm^nd^d a sw?ppir!0 rpform of 


national election laws and practices. The report wisely 
omits drawing any conclusions as to guilt or innocence, 
leaving that to the impeachment process and trial in the 
courts. It devotes itself to the proper concern of a Congres- 
sional committee, remedial legislation. 


Significantly the committee decided on a 5-2 vote that 


public financing of political campaigns is not needed to end 
financing abuses. This recalls that the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture came to the same conclusion. 


The principal recommendation is for the creation of an in- 


dependent election commission to supervise federal elec- 
tion campaigns. "Such a body — given substantial investi- 
gatory and enforcement powers — could not only help 
insure that misconduct would be prevented in the future, 
but that investigations of alleged wrongdoing would be vig- 
orous and conducted with the confidence of the public." 


President Nixon's continued attempts to thwart the in- 


vestigation of Watergate undoubtedly persuaded the com- 
mittee that an independent supervisory and enforcement 
body is needed. 


Private financing of compaigns would be severely lim- 


ited. Spending in the presidential campaign would be lim- 
ited to 12 cents for each person of voting age. No individual 
could give more than 53,000, no organization more than 
56,000. A much greater base of financial support would be 
needed by any 
candidate to raise anywhere near the 


amount of money spent in the 1972 campaigns. 


The nation generally has become increasingly frustrated 


over the continuing Watergate story and its detailed cov- 
erage in the nation's press. But the importance of the les- 
sons it has taught must not be forgotten. All will be worth- 
while if Congress now writes the Ervin committee's 
recommendations into law. 


At lost o new post office 


This is a great day for Appleton and environs. Ground- 


breaking for the new post office building ends efforts ex- 
tending back many years to secure a postal facility ade- 
quate to this community's needs. The importance of this 
day will be exceeded only by the completion of the building 
scheduled for late next year. 


The actual decision to provide a new building goes back 


almost 10 years, and it has taken all that time to get the 
project into the construction phase. Mail service has been 
severely hampered in this entire area by the crowded con- 
ditions in which postal employes have been forced to work. 


A new building will not solve all the problems. Service in 


this area is also handicapped by an illogical assignment of 
zip codes, splitting the metropolitan area into different 
zones; and by circuitous routing of mail from one part of 
the area to another. 


But it will be a big help. And we are glad the post office 


service has finally been able to crawl through all its red 
tape and dig a hole in the ground. 


Making sense obout inflation 


One of the few voices heard in Washington which consis- 


tently makes sense about the state of our economy is that of 
Arthur F. Burns, respected chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. Burns told the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee this week that inflation is clearly "our most trouble- 
some problem," and he called for a $10 billion reduction in 
federal spending. 


Burns also suggested that an easing of capital gains taxa- 


tion would have a beneficial effect on the financial mar- 
kets, and he said he would also support a system of volun- 
tary price and wage controls. 


We've recently been down the road of controls with dis- 


astrous results, causing severe shortages of food and basic 
raw materials. But we haven't seriously tried a reduction 
in government spending. 


Treasury Secretary William Simon is suggesting the cut- 


back should amount to $20 billions from the $305 billion 
budget proposed by President Nixon for the fiscal year 
starting this month. 


The continuing inflation, now in double digit figures, had 


its roots back in the 1960's when government spending, in- 
flated by the Vietnam war, consistently exceeded govern- 
ment income from taxes and President Johnson refused to 
consider a tax increase. President Nixon made a brief at- 
tempt to balance the budget in his first term, but backed 
off when unemployment started to mount. 


If the country is to control inflation we'll have to bite the 


bullet and give up some of the luxuries provided by deficit 
government spending. 


Mr. Co/son's second thoughts 


Charles Colson, the apparently repentant former White 


House tough guy and hatchet man, says in a taped inter- 
view that he wouldn't have run over his grandmother to get 
Richard Nixon re-elected. "But there wasn't much else I 
wouldn't have done." 


Colson's interview should contribute to the belief that his 


religious conversion is sincere. He suggests that in the long 
run he didn't "serve the President well" because "you tend 
to become ethically insensitive. . .when a goal becomes so 
important to you. . .that you're above the law." 


In the White House, Colson reported, "you had the feeling 


that, well, the Congress, they can't get at us because this is 
a tug of war between Congress and THE Presidency. The 
Justice Department, they work for us, so really you know 
that as long as you don't do something blatantly stupid no- 
body really is looking over your shoulder." 


But somebody did do something blatantly stupid in a 


couple of illegal break-ins. And perhaps in the long run the 
United Slates and Americans generally have profited. It 
certainly has not been a healthy state of affairs for our 
democratic republic to have such crass cynicism and abuse 
of power at the helm of our government.

Campaign spending limits should be flexible 


MADISON — From David Adamany, who has 


happily combined the profession of political 
scholar with politics as avocation, comes a re- 
monstrance about recent observations suggest- 
ing that the S500.000 ceiling imposed on candi- 
dates for state governor under the new election 
expenditure reform law is a generous one. 


His letter mildly rebukes this reporter for re- 


marking that the limit now imposed for the fu- 
ture is far beyond the reality cf spending by as- 
pirants for the top job in Wisconsin politics in 
past competition. 


He cites what he says is the record of spend- 


ing to influence the voting behavior of Wiscon- 
sin in the 1970 gubernatorial election. 


Jack Olson, then lieutenant governor, and his 


agents and supporters spent $509,000 in that 
year to boost him for the governorship he de- 
sired. 


Patrick J. Lucey, the Democratic nominee 


who defeated Olson by well over 100,000 votes 
for the best margin yet scored by any guberna- 
torial candidate since the Democratic renais- 
sance, had about $387.000 through identified 
Lucey campaign committees, but help from 
other sources may have swelled his budget to 
about $430,000, Adamany relates. 


Lucey spending covered a primary and gen- 


eral election effort, which makes it more com- 
parable to the newly enacted ceilings than the 
Olson expenditure. The $500,000 cited earlier is 
the combined total of spending allowed for gu- 
bernatorial candidates henceforth for primary 
and general election campaigns. 


Adamany is herewith thanked, in the spirit of 


his own amicable footnote to earlier comments 
published h?r?- The comment that a half mil- 
lion dollar ceiling is well above what has gone 
before was made in good faith. The fact sug- 
gests an important point about the inadequacy 
of the old expenditure comrol law. 


The filed reports were so numerous and so 


difficult to read reliably and accurately that no 
single reporter, and probably no Capitol news 
bureau staff, could spend the time and effort to 
analyze and compile actual aggregate outlays 
under competitive circumstances. 


Friend Adamany. of course, as he directed 


the group during the last year which prepared 
a draft for the complete revision of the laws 
controlling, had the support of ample staff and 
budget to put together a picture of the true ex- 
penditures for Wisconsin vote-getting that no- 
body had attempted before. 


His main point is that the legislature prob- 


ably should soon consider a revision of the 
spending controls to make them more flexible 
aSd permit adjustment to changing costs 
?rends such as the escalating price inflation of 
Ihe last few years. Doubtless leg.slators will 
find that reasonable. 


He believes also that the spending limits may 


reasonably be adjusted to acknowledge the en- 
LSerncnt of thf electorate. In 1970 there were 
approximately 2.6 million Wisconsin eligible 
voters With the enfranchisement of 18-year- 
olds, there are perhaps more than three mil- 
lion, he estimates. 


Price inflation considerations doubtless must 


be acknowledged in future amendments. How- 
ever that expansion of the electorate requires 
more spending is not so readily demonstrated^ 
Politicians today do not intend to handshake 
their wav into office. Their weapon is media 
promotion, and media outlets do not increase in 
numbers in relation to population growth. 


The original point here was the $500,000 has a 


generous ring. The comment, revised, should 
be that it rings loudly because there was little 
previous awareness of the scope of spending.

Things that are free 
are worth just that 


Finishing another hectic round of 


convocation and commencement talks 
last month, I reflected once again on 
the melancholy fact of human nature, 
that what people get for nothing they 
rarely appreciate. 


I have learned this over the years, at 


much expense and annoyance, in con- 
nection with public appearances. When 
I speak before some "charitable" 
group without a fee, my effort is not 
considered as a contribution to charity 
but is taken for granted. 


In most cases I am scarcely thanked 


for doing a benefit. But v^ien I lecture 
commercially, for a big fat fee, the 
group falls over itself with gratitude, 
flattery and flowers. An expensive talk 
is "worth" more, in the estimation of 
most people. 


There is, of course, a touch of truth 


to this. Most speakers who are willing 
to perform for nothing have an ax to 
grind—they are selling some doctrine, 
or are infatuated with their own verbo- 
sity, or simply looking . for personal 
publicity. Such persons rarely make 
good speakers. They are talking at an 
abstract "audience," instead of trying 
to start a dialog with real human 
beings. 


Even when the performance is effec- 


tive, if the featured speaker has con- 
tributed his services he is somehow de- 
valued in the public eye. "You get 


nothing for nothing" seems to be the 
attitude.. 


Actors hate to play benefits for the 


same reason. An audience that knows 
an actor is donating his services to a 
cause tends to be much more critical or 
indifferent than one which is watching 
a highly paid performer. 


I wonder whether a large part of the 


disaffection felt by most of Europe and 
Asia for our foreign-aid program is the 
result of our not demanding a quid pro 
quo. If we had set up some stiff condi- 
tions for foreign aid, insisting that the 
government and the people meet some 
rigid specifications of good works with 
these funds, our generosity might be 
more appreciated and respected. 


For the same reason, we often feel 


closer to someone who gives us a loan 
than to someone who makes us a gift. 
The former is often felt to ."give away 
money to ease his conscience," while 
the maker of a loan is felt to be 
friendly. We resent one-sided obliga- 
tions to any person, and favors we can- 
not repay soon turn into psychological 
irritants. 


Whatever is worked for and paid for 


is held valuable. Women have long 
known this deep psychic truth, and 
their elusive ways with a man are nei- 
ther coyness nor coquetry, but the sure 
knowledge that a cheap and easy con- 
quest makes the victory seem worth- 
less.

Jackson amendment 
becomes a doctrine 


Senator Henry Jackson has made the 


most unnoticed advance on what we 
have known as the Jackson Amend- 
ment, but may as well now promote to 
the Jackson Doctrine. He did it on 
"Meet the Press" last Sunday, and one 
assumes this tactic was not unrelated 
to the founding, earlier in the week, of 
one of those pro-detente committees 
that attract people like John Kenneth 
Galbraith. who was its principal 
spokesman on the day of its founding, 
and reminded us all that it is wicked to 
notice wicked things about the Soviet 
Union because we thereby cause it to 
be wickeder. 


That, roughly, was the credo of the 


old Soviet-American Friendship Com- 
mittee, which back in the scary old 
days was listed as a Communist front. 
Mr. Galbraith's organization is not a 
Communist front mostly because Com- 
munists don't feel any longer the need 
to manipulate American policy to their 
advantage. We have learned to do that 
all by ourselves. 


But Israel and the Jewish issue hap- 


pened, in the summer of 1972, and sud- 
denly United States Senators who 
would be counted on to vote dreamily in 
favor of any step advertised as promot- 
ing world peace found themselves op- 
posed by American Jewish groups. 
When this happens to American politi- 
cians, it is required that they tack. Be- 
cause American politicians, particu- 
larly liberal Democrats, like sailboats, 
cannot sail upwind against an all but 
unanimous Jewish pressure. 


This pressure was being summoned 


in behalf of the miserable Jewish vic- 
tims of organized Soviet terror, men 
and women who want nothing more 
than to leave Russia and seek asylum 
in Israel. And Senator Jackson, spott- 
ing something the Soviet Union greatly 
desired, namely huge economic conces- 
sions by America, dropped a tiny little 
wrench in the smoothly reciprocating 
gears of American-Soviet friendship, 
grinding the whole thing to a shudder- 
ing stop. He recommended to his col- 
leagues that, as a gesture to the op-" 
pressed Jews of the Soviet Union, the 
United States decline to make the eco- 
nomic concessions unless the Soviet 
Union agreed to permit the emigration 
of its citizens. 


There was, as one would expect, all 


hell to pay. Mr. Nixon and Mr. Kiss- 
inger and, over at the United Nations. 
Mr. John Scali, were required to de- 
nounce Congressional interference with 
Soviet affairs. And Soviet leaders 
vowed that no interference whatever 
was to be permitted in the "internal" 
affairs of the Soviet Union. Nobody 
bothered to point out that in fact we 
were not interfering in the internal af- 
fairs of the Soviet Union. 


The Soviet Union is a signatory to the 


United Nations Declaration of Human 
Rights, and indeed only last September 
the Soviet Praesidium proceeded to 
transform it into a Covenant, making it 
supreme in Soviet law: and that Dec- 
laration requires freedom of emigra- 
tion. So that, in a manner of speaking, 
the Jackson Amendment is an act to 
reinforce Soviet law, rather like the 
Fugitive Slave Act in our own country. 


Now Senator Jackson is suddenly 


talking about something besides the 
right of Soviet minorities to emigrate. 
He said casually on "Meet the Press" 
that the United States should not make 
trade concessions to the Soviet Union 
unless the Soviet Union takes steps to 
limit the development of its nuclear ar- 
senal. Now that is a headline-making 
advance on the Jackson Amendment. 


I myself politely resist the absolute 


doctrine that under no circumstances 
should a nation interfere in the "inter- 
nal" affairs of another nation: I accept 
that as presumptive, but not absolute. I 
^should think that a very goodcase

could have been made for interfering 
with Hitler's slaughter of the Jews 
even if he had proceeded in that oper- 
ation without firing a single round into 
Poland, or the Lowlands.

If all the missiles were trained to fly 


only as far as the frontiers of the Soviet 
Union, then H would be an internal 
question how many of the things the 
Russians should build. But since they 
are desmged to fly as far as, for tfi- 
stance, Detroit, then it is surely our 
concern how many there are: and 
surely an intelligent question to pon- 
der, as Senator Jackson put it, "Why 
should we subsidize the Soviet indus- 
trial-military complex while they ex- 
pand it." 


The Jackson Doctrine should be thor- 


oughly explored. He is really on to 
something, and 1 could not begin to un- 
derstand it if. next time around, he 
failed to get the Nobel Peace Prize,

"What we have here is a failure to 


communicate." That line, from Cool 
Hand Luke, might apply in more than 
one way to Daisy Miller, now at the 
Marc 2 in Appleton. That essentially, is 
the story. It is also the problem with 
the film. 


Annie P. "Daisy" Miller, played by 


Cybill Shepherd,and Frederick Winter- 
bourne, played by Barry Brown, pur- 
sue each other in 1878 from Switzerland 
to Italy. But Daisy is a savage, one of 
the newly rich in the rising industrial 
north of America (Schenectady) and 
she's a flirt. Winterbourne has gone to 
school, and college, in Geneva and is a 
member of the exclusive Arnericans- 
living-abroad-in-taste caste. 


That they love each other is appar- 


ent. That they cannot communicate 
that to one another is also apparent. 
Their problem is that Daisy outrages 
Winterbourne by doing as she pleases, 
and that includes walks alone in the 
park with a man. Winterbourne, play- 
ing a cardboard man, seems unable to 
respond to the alive Daisy, even when 
she says "That's all I wanted, just a 
little fuss." Instead he says to his aunt, 
Mrs. 
Costello, played well by Mildred 


Natwick, "Maybe we have lived too 
long in Geneva." Her response, over 
tea in the spa, is that "You'll be sure to 
make some great mistake, you're too 
innocent." 


His great mistake is inaction. 


Daisy's, if it is a mistake, is that she is 
a savage and ignorant and not really 
caring to learn. 


Perhaps these feelings presented a 


special problem for director Peter Bog- 
danovicn. 
iney are subtle, elusive 


things that are difficult to capture in 
the medium of the screen. Henry 
James, who wrote the novel "Daisy 
Miller," was a writer who portrayed, 
such emotions. 


Too often the film is slow, drags, and 


becomes something dangerously close 
to boring. It is not a mistake of the 
story and cannot be blamed on the act- 
ing of Cybill Shepherd, Barry Brown, 
Cloris Leachman or Mildred Natwick. 


They are simply not given the chance 


to develop as whole characters and in-' 
stead too often march through the film 
as images developed early in the story 
which remain unchanging, little fur- 


ther explored, throughout the film. It is 
too bad. 


It may be that Bogdanovich has 


wanted to match the subtlety of James. 
Instead, overall, he has produced weak 
tea. 


There are fine moments in the film, 


especially when Brown as Winter- 
bourne, meets the delinquent Randolph 
C. Miller played by James McMurtry, 
and later Daisy. And a park scene with 
Eileen Brennan playing an outraged so- 
ciety hostess. Mrs. Walker, in confron- 
tation with Winterbourne and Daisy 
and Daisy's man friend, Mr. Giovanelli. 
played by Dulio Del Prete is well done. 


Technically, the film is a success. 


The camera work is excellent and cos- 
tuming supi-i b. 


But the overall effort, sadly, is some- 


what lacking.

Many things to consider before deciding on a sewing machine 


Since there are so many types of sew- 


ing machines on the market today, it's 
hard for some buyers to decide which 
they prefer 
Should it be a simple 


straight stitch machine, the versatile 
zigzag or should it be something in the 
middle9 asks Lenore Landry, clothing 
specialist at the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Extension 


More than price, it is important to 


consider the kind of sewing you do If 
you use a machine primarily for mend- 
ing or making a few simple garments 
each year, the straight stitch type is 
probably your best buy 
It stitches 


straight, forward and reverse You can 
buy attachments to make zigzag 
stitches, buttonholes, ruffles, 
over- 


casting and blind hemming, but if you 
plan to purchase all of these atta'ch- 
ments, you may be better off with a ba- 
sic zigzag machine which stitches 
straight or zigzag 


The zigzag or swing stitch is used for 


overcasting, blind stitching, darning, 
satin stitching, sewing buttonholes and 
attaching buttons. 


This kind of machine also can make 


decorative stitches However, it takes a 
bit of skill to do this If you plan to do a 
lot of decorative stitching, the zigzag 
may be your best choice. Before you de- 
cide, however, experiment with this 
type of sewing to see if you like decora- 
tive work enough to develop skill in us- 
ing such stitches. 


More complicated zigzag machines 


offer 1 to 25 or more stitch possibilities 
For these, the needle is guided by a 
cam, a wheel put into the machine 
which "tells" the needle how to oper 
ate. For example, one cam may make 
the machine stitch a row of flowers 
along a fabric while another would pro 
duce a swirly pattern. 


If you decide you'll use this variety of 


stitches enough to make the added cost 
allfhe stitch offerings available If not, 


worthwhile, be sure to get persona! in- 
structions from the dealer. You need 
complete knowledge of this machine to 
make best use of all its features. 


Before buying a zigzag 
machine, 


make sure it "does a good job of straight 
stitching. Also check that you can 
switch easily from straight to zigzag 


The most versatile zigzag machine is 


one that can move the fabric back and 
forth under the needle This means it 
can sew a few stitches forward, one 
back, to add a dimension of stretch or 
elasticity 
Such action is especially 


helpful in sewing knits. 


Whatever type you choose, the ma- 


chine should be one that gives features 
you'll use enough to make their cost 
worth the price 
Also, the machine 


should be one on which you can master

Best for you depends on what you 


sew, how much you sew and how com- 
plicated you get in the process But 
there are "points to consider when judg- 
ing a sewing machine's operation 


The operating sound tells you some- 


thing, Landry points out. It should be 
quiet so there is no objectionable noise 
or vibration at any speed 


The machine should start easily and 


operate well at slow and fast speeds. 
See whether it changes easily from one 
speed to another 


When checking the stitching, use ma-. 


terials on which you'll sew often That 
means you'll need to take samples 
along or you will be limited to testing 
on a few the salesman has on hand On 
these test fabrics, observe whether 
stitches form a straight line or if the 
fabric tends to drift to one side 


Although the sewer is expected to 


lightly guide the fabric while sewing, 
the fabric should feed through the 
stitch mechanism in a straight line 
Try curved seams, too, which require 
more guidance from the sewer. See if 
these can be done easily. 


In one test seam, try putting two fab- 


rics of different weights together You 
might use coat material with a lining. 
The two fabrics should feed under the 
needle at the same rate 


Also check that same weight fabrics 


feed evenly Cut two swatches of a fab- 
ric the same length. Then stitch them 
together Check if both pieces are even 
at the end; one shouldn't extend 
beyond the other 


As you sew a variety of fabric 


weights, how easy is it to adjust the 
presser foot' You need different pres- 
sure for a thin jersey than a heavy wool 
coating. Such an adjustment should be 
simple. 


Wind a bobbin, too, to see if it fills 


evenly 
Also evaluate the control ^o 


start and stop the machine and regu- 
late its speed. Whether "It's a knee or 
foot control, the operation should be 
smooth and easily adjusted 


As you check stitching and adjust- 


ments, be aware of the machine's light- 
ing. The lamp should throw light where 
you need it the most and be located 
where you aren't likely to burn yourself 
as you raise the presser foot or thread 
the machine. You need room light 
beyond that of the machine, of course, 
so the machine light should highlight 
your work area without glaring off the 
machine's finish. 


Check, too, Landry suggests, to see if 


the stitch length control and the upper 
tension adjustment are easy to read 
Try stitching forward and backwards 
to see it the machine does both with 
easy adjustment and result in an even 
straight stitch 


Use the instruction book to check ad 


justment controls 
The explanation 


needs to be clear to you. Follow direc- 
tions to see that what you understood is 
what works Both upper and lower ten- 
sions should be easy to adjust 


If the machine is designed to do dar- 


ning and embroidery, find out how to 
release the presser bar and feed dog If 
there is no feed dog release, there 
should be a plate to cover the feed dog 
for these operations 


Finally, examine the presser foot 


control. This also needs to be easy to 
reach and use 


Because a sewing machine is a major 


purchase, be sure to check to soe what 
has to be done to keep it in good work- 
ing order and to avoid repair bills 


Find out what care is needed, Landry 


continues, by reading the direction 
manual as well as talking with the 
salesman. Take out and replace the 
light bulb, take off the cover plate and 
put on each one of the others that 
comes with the machine All should 
slip in place easily. 
., 


A machine should not be difficult to 


dust or wipe clean Try dusting out the 
bobbin case area where a lot of lint 
from thread and tabnc collects during 
each sew ing project 


Use the instruction manual to find 


out where and how to oil Go through 
the motions of oiling (without adding 
any), so you're sure you understand 
where and how to do it 


A sewing machine buyer often pays 


little attention to how the machine 
works inside because it's something 
the user seldom if ever sees. However, 
it's wise to know how the speed is con- 
trolled before buying a machine since 
this affects operation. 


Machines that can be controlled only 


by the knee or foot pedal mean that the 
more you press the control, the more 
electricity is fed to the machine and the 
faster it sews 


This type of control gives less power 


for sewing at slow speeds. For many 
sewers, this is a disadvantage 
Begin- 


ners or even experts doing a tricky 
sewing job, often want to go slowly to 
place 
stitches carefully. 
With less 


power, it's sometimes difficult to stitch 
evenly at a slow pace, especially on 
heavier fabrics or on those with tex- 
ture 


Two types of machines are designed 


to help with this problem. One works 
like the shift on a car There are sev- 
eral geais so you can sew slower with 
more power The other type has a solid 
state electronic control system which 
maintains full power at various speeds. 


For either the gear or solid state 


type, you will find a speed control on 
the head of the machine or beside the 
foot or knee pedal. Landry suggests 
that you find out which kind of control 
the machine has before buying to de- 
cide whether you need the combination 
of slow speed and power enough to pay 
extra for it. Usually, this is required 
only if you sow on thick, texiunyl fab- 


rics quite often or if \ou do precision 
top or decorative stitching
